PREFACE TO FOURTH EDITION. 


The distinguishing characteristics of this Edition are: 


I. The completion of the Revision of Prices, which we have been carrying 
on since the last Edition was jissued, many of which we have given due notice 
and particulars of from time to time in our Monthly Trade Circular. -The 
calculation of every article has been carefully considered, 6n the basis of the 
present cost of raw material, and the prices fixed in accordance therewith at 
the lowest possible point. We have increased the discount on our “Red Book” 
ten per cent., and in some cases, where the great reduction in raw material had 
made our prices excessive, we have at the* same time reduced the gross prices 
themselves. All those articles, however, on which we have already announced 
reductions, we have maintained at the reduction, increasing the gross prices so 
that they may be brought under the one uniform discount at which all the 
prices in the ‘Red Book” now are, By these means we feel cure this Book will 
be found to compare favourably with that of any other manufacturer. 


II, This Book now incorporates in one the “Red Book,” “Green Book,” 
and “Blue Book.” 


The first contains all the articles of Tin Plate Ware, Patent and Block 
Tin Ware, Stamped Tinned Holloware, and Japanned Ware, usually made by 
the trade. 

The ‘Green Book” includes all the articles made by the late T. WurrrigLp 
anv Co. (whose business we acquired), of Wrought-iron and Galvanized Holloware, 
and, in addition, our Machine-made Galvanized Buckets. 

The “Blue Book” shows the articles of Bright Tinned Pressed Holloware 
made by our special process, These goods—made of Tin Plate re-tinned, or of 
Black Plate tinned and re-dipped, according as we find one or the other process 
more advantageous—we were the first to introduce into this country, and still 


remain the only manufacturers. ‘hese goods are of special quality and excellence, 


and receive our very careful attention, We are continually enlarging and extending 
this portion of our manufacture, 


All these three Books are, as we have said, now combined in one, though 
either of the two latter can be had separately if desired. They are easily 
distinguished by the colours on the edges, which correspond to their designation,

PREeEPACE.

Ts, the first Edition of our “ New Illustrated Pattern Book and Price List,” 
is supplementary to our “Revised List of Prices,” issued March 15, 1873, and 
fulfils the promise therein made of “re-engraving and re-arranging our ‘Complete 
Pattern Book,’ on a new and improved plan.” 


To this re-engraving and* re-arrangement, we now beg leave to call 
attention in the following respects : 


I.—Every article has been carefully drawn to scale by our own artists; 
and 


I1.—Engraved with the greatest accuracy and care. 


IL.—Articles of the same kind or class are grouped together on the same 
and immediately succeeding plates. 


IV.—Full description and prices are given in letter-press opposite (generally) 
each plate. The plates are all numbered with Roman Numerals, 
and the letter-press is bracketed and numbered to correspond, 


We do not know that this arrangement has ever been carried out in 
any of the Pattern Books in our trade, or that it has hitherto been thought 
worth while to bestow any great pains on the drawing of articles, or employ 
so much ability as, we think we may be excused for saying, our artists show 


they possess; but, however these may be, the advantages we think are manifest, 
and may be briefly stated as follows : 


I,—There is no exaggeration of an article’s good points, nor lessening of 


its bad ones. It stands absolutely on its own merits, and at once 


does or does not commend itself to customers. 


IL—Two scales have been most generally made use of, viz., an eighth 
and a twelfth, but always articl 


es of the same class have been drawn 
of the same scale, so that customers have the advantage of comparing 


the relative dimensions, and forming a correct estimate of the 


appearance as well as of the adaptability of articles. 
IIl—Prices being printed Separate from the engravings, much greater detail 


is attainable, and a better opinion can be formed of the make and 


value of an article than the use of other Pattern Books permits.

IV.—For a similar reason the Book, though it contains both drawings and 


prices, may be shown to buyers for the drawings, without any fear of 


their obtaining any idea of prices, 


V.—Lastly we think the greatest possible facility of reference is given. A 
glance at the “Index to Plates” shows at once where an article, or 
class of articles, may be found. For, as we have already said, the 
same or similar articles are not scattered up and down the Book as if 
shaken out of a bag, but are carefully grouped together, and thus also 
the greatest possible ease in finding an article is associated with the 
advantage of being able at once to compare it, as to itself and its price, 


with another of the same kind or class. 


In order to obtain greater uniformity, a few alterations of Numbers 
have been made, but we shall take care that no practical inconvenience is 


experienced. 


Our “Pattern Book,” issued more than a quarter of a century ago, passed 
through eight or ten editions, till in 1863 we made the rather bold experiment of 


entirely revising and re-numbering it, and issued it as our “ New Complete Pattern 


Book.” Happily, the arrangement found muc favour, and it has passed through 
five large editions. We shall be much gratified if our Friends recognise in our 
« New Illustrated Pattern Book and Price List” still greater merit, and give to it a 


still larger share of their patronage. 


We have only to add, it is not our intention to alter, at any future time, 
the Engravings themselves, the arrangement of the articles, their shapes or their 
Numbers; on the contrary, in respect of these we adopt this Book as our standard. 
But we purpose placing in a properly classified Supplement or Appendix all the new 


articles we shall from time to time produce, 


We have several such articles in a forward state. They will in some 
instances be new in shape and use; some will be new as to shape only; others, 
probably the largest part, new neither as to shape or use, but improved only in 
make. We have no doubt, however, the Supp/ement will, in course of time, contain 


a large variety of these articles, and include everything most in demand.
